On September 7, a petition was 
forwarded to members of the execu- 
tive committee by representatives of 
four organizations protesting the 
School referendum, wheih would have 
gone on the ballot as follows:

Atlanta Dealers Required 
To Pay Revenue Wheth- 
er Staying in Business 
or Not, Page Says. 


Atlantans who like to slake their 
thirst with legally brewed beer or even 
legal liquor faced a dry future Thurs- 
day as the federal government ordered 
the state's retail beer and liquor deal- 
ers to pay a speciai tax of $1,000 
immediately. 

W. E. Page, collector of internal 
revenue, announced that Washington 
officials had instructed him to collect 
the tax, a special assessment levied 
against dealers in dry states by the 
revenue act of 1926. 

Mr. Page ordered all dealers to pay 


of the internal revenue department. 

Few dealers are believed in a po- 
sition to pay, but many may meet 
the assessments and continue in busi- 
ness from self-defense. Going out of 
business, Page said, will not exempt 
dealer from payment of the tax, since 
all those in business now are required 
to pay. 

The total tax which is to be col- 
lecied in Atlanta will amount to about 
$500,000 and extraction of that stag- 
gering amount from the beer business 
in the city will virtually wreck it

OPERATORS CLOSE 
PLANT AT ARAGON 
AFTER TROOP LEA 


Textile: Mill Is Visited by 
Flying Squadron; Sher- 
iff's Guard Is Ordered 
Increased. 


By AL G. SMITH. 
ARAGON, Ga., Sept. 13.—(#)— Of- 
ficials of the Aragon Cotton Mill who 
sent a hurry call to Governor Tal- 
madge today for troops following the 
arrival of a flying squadron of 250 
strikers from near-by plants, tonight 
ordered the mill closed to prevent pos- 
sible bloodshed. 

The situation remained tense fol- 
lowing the closing order as an auto- 
mobile sped through the mill village 
nearby, its occupants cursing and fir- 
ing pistols into the air. 

Members of the squadron, warned 
they were trespassing on private prop- 
erty, retired to a point yards from 
the mill and pitched camp. They 
gathered around blazing fires appar- 
ently intent on seeing that the mill 
remains closed. 

Deputies Sworn In. 

The 150 deputies sworn in earlier 
by Sheriff T. P. Lyén remained on 
call for emergency action. At the 
time the deputies were signed up to 
augment the force of 20 guards at tle 
mill the sheriff said “things looked 
pretty raw.” : 
At a conference with the sheriff, 
Adjutant General Lindley Camp, sent 
here by Governor Talmadge to make 
an investigation, indicated he would, 
not recommend that guardsmen be 
called. Lyon said General Camp told 
him he believed local officers would 
be able to handle the situation.

Governor Calls Special 


Session Seeking Permis- 
sion for Entry; More 
Police Favored. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 13.— 
(P)—Governor Theodore F. Green to- 
day sought the intervention of fedetal 
troops to end strike terror in this 
state, but the democratic house cau- 


cus of the extraordinary session of 
the assembly which he had dramatical- 
ly couvoked, temporarily, at least, 
balked him. 

While United States army troops 
were being hurriedly recalled to two 
army posts in Maine and Massachu- 
setts for possible succor of this state's

Return of Hapsburgs 
May Be Permitted 


VIENNA, Sept. 13.—(UP)—Resto- 
ration of the Hapsburg dynasty ap- 
peared nearer tonight, with the spread 
of word that the government intends 
shortly to rescind the Hapsburg, ex- 
clusion law, passed during the early 
days of the Austrian republic. 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg . and 
Vice Chancellor Prince Ernest. Rudi- 
ger von Starhemberg frankly favor the 
monarchy and were: reported looking 
with approval on monarehist activi- 
ties to withdraw this law and permit 
the Hapsburgs to return, at least as 
citizens. 

The move would mean that young 
Archduke Otto and his mother, the 
former Empress Zita, would be per- 
mitted to return to Austria, possibly 
before Christmas—but as private citi- 
zens for the time being. 

Rescinding the act would not mean 
restoration of the Hapsburgs, in it- 
self, observers emphasized, but was 
regarded as a move in that direction. 
The Hapsburgs meanwhile would be 
permitted to return and repossess 
estates and property which the repub- 
lic confiscated in 1919.

BIRD’S-EYE MAP OF AMERICA. 


The making of a bird’s-eye map 
of the United States, through the 
use of photographs taken from aero- 
planes, is suggested by Rex Martin, 
assistant director of air commerce, 
in a report in which numerous ways 
are listed in which the government 
can make increased use of areo- 
planes. 

The federal official points out 
that a cinema map of the country 
will not only not be difficult to 
make nor overly expensive and that 
it would provide a wealth of infor- 
mation of value to both federal 
agencies and local governments. 
He illustrates the benefit of such 
a mapping program by citing the 
experience of Coahoma county, 
Mississippi, where an air survey dis- 
closed many thousand acres of un- 
recorded land, of which 18,430 were 
under cultivation. The taxes se- 
cured from this land, about 9 per 
cent of the farm lands in the coun- 
ty, boosted the county revenue 
$23,960 per year, which more than 
paid for the survey and left the 
taxes secured from this source in 
future years as net gain. 

While it is doubtful whether any 
such per cent of unrecorded land 
exists in more thickly populated 
states, it is probable that such sur- 
veys would pay for themselves over 
a period of years in every county 
in the country. Should the federal 
government undertake to make a 
picture map of the entire country, 
its cost might be covered through 
its sale to county or state govern- 
ments, and the national government 
would have gained the benefit of 
having aerial views of every square 
mile in the country—a map that 
would be of distinct value in many 
governmental activities. 

In his report Mr. Martin calls 
attention to the large number of 
federal agencies already using aero- 
planes. In addition to the fleets of 
the army and navy, the coast guard 
keeps watch from the air for smug-

They added they would quit their 
berths unless the commander was re- 
moved. 

The master, admitting boats were 
not lowered until 48 minutes after he 
had reached the stricken vessel, de- 
clared they had been put over the side 
as quickly as possible. The Cleve- 
land’s lifeboats did not pick up any 
survivors. f 

The investigators heard also from a 
seaman that two of the President 
Cleveland’s lifeboats failed to offer 
aid to several persons seen on a. burn- 
ing deck, while Morro Castle passen“ 
gers and crew members testified to 
scenes of horror and confusion aboard 
the blazing vessel. 

From Havana came a statement of 
the chief of the port that the majority 
of the Latin members of the crew were 
communists. 

District Attorney Martin Conboy 
meanwhile continued his inquiry before 
a federal grand jury, which is investi- 
gating whether the wrecked vessel’s 
officers and crew were criminally 
culpable.

Their resolutions commended 
Sheriff I. L. Lawson for his vigorous 
measures to protect local mill opera- 
tors and operatives, and expressed 
their faith in the city’s mill opera- 
tors and operatives. The latter, the 
resolution added, would have the sup- 
port of the citizenry as long as they 


were willing to work. 


Sheriff Lawson has 175 special dep- 
uties to keep down strike disorder. 
Of these, 25 are stationed at the 
courthouse and are armed with ma- 
chine guns and tear gas bombs. Others 
are stationed at each mill. 

Bolding Post No. 7, American Le- 
gion, meeting Wednesday night, un- 
anjmously tendered the services of its 
members to the sheriff as deputies 
and registered their names with him, 
giving addresses and nature of equip- 
ment of the Legion members. 

The mills at Gainesville ever have 
been closed by a strike, and recently 
have been operating with full forces. 
Roving strikers from other towns, 
however, have come to @hinesville and 
tried to frighten the local operatives 
into striking. 

The operatives, it was pointed out, 
are satisfied and do not want to strike, 
but are uneasy over the threats of 
the outside strikers. .

I wonder how many of the millions 
of boys and girls returning to school 
this month have a good idea of how 
much they have to be thankful for.

The debt is great, indeed, and we 
owe it to those who have gone before 
us—who with earnest hearts and 
minds have built for the future. They 
have given us.a vast treasure in 
books and the knowedge which books 
contain; school buildings open to 
all children; and teachers well tra in- 
ed for their work. | 
We owe thanks, as well, to those 
who. are working now to bring about 
better standards, In travels far and 
wide over the land, I have visited 
hundreds of schools and have talked 
with the teachers and pupils and 
principals... I have learned of pro 
in which school classes are taking 
part, and have found t many of 
those in charge are eager-minded men 


and women who are doing their best 
for the children under their care. 

Present-day schools are far ahead 
of those old-time schools where pupils 
were taught to the “tune of a hickory 
stick.” There are well-equipped play- 
grounds: for many schools; there are 
school libraries; and even some of the 
lower schools have auditoriums. Prin- 
cipals of schols with auditoriums are 
pleased because all the pupils can 
some together to listen to a visiting 
speaker, or watch a play, or attend 
school exercises. — j 

Modern schools teach subjects be- 
side the old-time “three R’s.” Geogra- 
phy is taught with the aid of many 
pictures of foreign countries; and in 
the study of history pupils learn 
more about the real life of long ago. 
Histories with little in them except 
notes about kings, queens, presidents, 
wars, battles and dates are becoming 
things of the past. 

Girls in schools learn many “‘prac- 
tical” things, as the art of typewrit- 
ing and ways of taking care of a 
home. Boys are taught to build chairs, 
tables, boats, and so on. I have visit- 
ed one high school where manual train- 
ing classes have. built houses.of full 
size. in whieh people are living now. 

Thus we have gone far ahead. but 
let us not rest on our oars. There 
ate ways in which our schools can be 
made greater and better. 

Perhaps in our schools today there 
is one who will do for the cause of 
education things as fine as did Joseph 
Laneaster of Horace Mann or Fried-
